Bicycles are allowed on buses equipped with bike racks; Commuter and Inner 
Harbor ferries; Commuter Rail (during nonpeak hours); Red and Orange lines (on 
weekdays before 7:00 a.m., 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., after 7:00 p.m., and all day 
on weekends); and the Blue Line (anytime except weekdays 7:00 a.m. to 9:00 a.m. 
inbound and 4:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. outbound). Conventional bicycles are prohibited 
on the Silver Line SL1, SL2, and SL3, Green Line, Mattapan Trolley, Bus Routes 
71/72/73, and inside Downtown Crossing, Government Center and Park Street 
stations. Folding bicycles are allowed at any time on any line and in any station when 
folded in a compact position. No motorized vehicles are allowed at any time. Visit 
mbta.com/bikes for more information.
